Foreign  Crops  and  Markets       Vol.  30,  Ho.  10 
LATE  CABLES 


May  and  June  imports  of  cured  pork  into  the  United  Kingdom 
from  foreign  (non-Empire)  countries  may  not  exceed  103,216,000 
pounds.    New  quota  is  23.5  percent  less  than  actual  imports  from 
foreign  countries  during  corresponding  two  months  of  1934.  United 
States  share  of  May  and  June  1935  quota  still  S.l  percent.  That 
gives  United  States  approximately  8,360,000  pounds  compared  with 
the  10,215,000  pounds  actually  supplied  during  corresponding  1934 
period. 

This  is  the  second  quota  for  1935,  the  first  having  covered 
January-April .     Total  non-Empire  imports  during  these  four  months 
were  limited  to  206,432,000  pounds  which  was  equivalent  to  an  aver- 
age importation  of  around  51,603,000  pounds  per  month.  Limiting 
imports  in  May  and  June  to  103,216,000  pounds  is  again  equivalent 
to  permitting  imports  at  the  rate  of  only  about  51,608,000  pounds 
per  month.    The  British  policy  for  cured  pork  is  to  reduce  imports 
from  non-Eapirc  countries  to  the  extent  that  domestic  production 
and  Empire  supplies  are  able  to  fill  market  requirements.  (Agricul- 
tural Attache  E.  A.  Foley,  London,  March  7,  1935.)

The  1934  wheat  croc  of  the  prairie  Provinces  of  Canada 

In  spite  of  adverse  weather  conditions  during  1934,  wheat  produc- 
tion in  the  Prairie  Provinces,  which  account  for  about  94  percent  of  the 
Canadian  cro~,  was  officially  placed  at  263,800,000  bushels  as  compared 
with  a  revised  1933  estimate  of  253,004,000  bushels,  according  to  the 
latest  report  of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,    production  in  Mani- 
toba was  increased  by  800,000  bushels  from  the  November  estimate,  but  no 
changes  were  made  in  the  preliminary  figures  for  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,. 
Although  the  wheat  crop  wa.s  a  failure  over  wide  areas  of  the  southern  and 
central,  parts  of  the  provinces,  the  yield  per  acre  war-  considerably  above 
that  of  1933,  the  average  being  11.3  bushels  as  compared  with  10.4  bushels. 

fTheat  deliveries  at  country  elevator s  and  platform  loadings  from 
August  1,  1934,  to  February  1,  1935,  totaled  178,085,000  bushels.    In  the 
corresponding  period  of  1933-34,  deliveries  amounted  to  172,040,000  bush- 
els.   Of  the  1934  crop,  some  58  "percent  had  been  marketed  as  compared  with 
65  percent  of  last  gear's  harvest.    It  is  estimated  that  total  marketings 
should  amount  to  about  224,000,000  bushels.    T7hile  the  movement  to  market 
began  early,  deli-veries  fell  off  as  the  sea,son  advanced.    Alberta,  accounted 
for  a  large  portion  of  the  marketable  supplies  still  held  on  farms  and  in 
late  January  was  the  most  active  of  the  three  provinces  in  making  deliver- 
ies. 

The  Shanghai  whe-t  market 

Shanghai  mills  booked  396,000  bushels  of  Australian  and  280,000 
bushels  of  Argentine  wheat  daring  the  week  ended  March  1,  a.nd  187,000 
bushels  of  Australian  wheat  were  taken  by  Hankow  mills,  according  to  a, 
radiogram  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
Argentine  wheat  was  very  cheap,  due  to  improved  exchange  rates,  but  the 
mills  were  more  interested  in  wheat  from  Australia,  since  it  takes  so 
long  to  make  delivery  from  Argentina.    Ike  Shanghai  flour  market  declined 
slightly  during  the  week  as  a  result  of  lower  quotations  on  foreign  wheat, 
but  the  demand  from  Tientsin  strengthened,  and  prices  remained  fairly  firm. 
Elour  stocks  in  Shanghai  were  unusually  low  for  this  season.    TThile  avail- 
able statistics  indicate  that  flour  production  i  .  important  milling  centers 
averaged  about  10  percent  higher  during  July-December  1934  than  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  1935,  imports  of  flour  into.  China,  showed  very  little 
change.    Imports  of  flour  during  Ja-.iuary  1935  wore  reported  as  follows: 
United  States  87,700  barrels  of  196  pounds,  Australia  14,600,  Canada.  11,600, 
others  700,  total  113,600  barrels. 
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Wheat  prices,  c.i.f.  Shanghai  duty  included,  for  March  shipment, 
were  quoted  as  follows:    Argentine  72  cents  per  "bushel,  Australian  78 
cents.    Domestic  flour  for  March  and  April  delivery  -as  91  cents  per  "bag 
of  49  pounds.    Australian  flour,  c.i.f.  Hongkong,  was  $2,90  per  barrel 
of  196  pounds. 


COTTON 

Japanese  mills  using  less  American  cotton 

The  Japanese  cotton  market  was  inactive  during  January  due  to  a 
lack  of  profit  in  yarn,    production  declined,  and  further  declines  were 
anticipated  for  February,  March,  and  April,  according  to  a  radiogram  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson  at  Shanghai,  quoting  Consul  Donovan 
at  Kobe.     Imports  of  American  raw  cotton  amounted  to  247,910  bales  of  500 
pounds  cor.ipared  with  247,275  bales  in  December,  and  155,452  bales  in  Janu- 
ary 1934.     Imports  of  Indian  increased,  however,  amounting  to  127,368 
bales  compared  with  65,556  bales  in  December,  and  none  in  January  1934. 
During  the  last  six  months  of  1934,  62  mills,  members  of  the  Japan 
Spinners  Association,  consumed  1,687,200  bales,  of  which  828,000  bales 
were  American  and  731,600  bales  Indian.    During  the  preceding  six 
months,  total  consumption  was  1, '532,900  bales,  of  which  899,600  bales  were 
American  and  495,200  Indian.    Figures  for  the  last  six  months  of  1933  show 
a  still  higher  proportion  of  American.    This  steady  decline  is  attributed 
to  price  factors. 

Stocks  Increased  during  January  since  mill  takings  of  all  groups 
were  only  ah out  50  percent  of  their  consumption.    Piece  goods  production 
declined  but  was  still  high.    Large  stocks  of  piece  goods  held  abroad  had 
an  unf avora.ble  effect  on  the  export  demand,  and  domestic  demand  was  also 
low.    Yarn  exports  and  imports  continue  negligible. 

Production  curtailment  orders  effective  during  April,  May,  and 
June,  together  with  four  compulsory  holidays  a  month  indicate  that  yarn 
production  during  1935  will  be  considerably  under  1934.  As  regards  piece 
goods,  it  is  not  thought  that  the  1934  production  and  exports  will  be  dup- 
licated during  1935  because  of  the  large  stocks  already  held  abroad  and 
consequent  limited  export  demand,  in  addition  to  curtailed  production. 
Exports  of  piece  goods  during  January  amounted  to  205,834,000  square  yards, 
or  40,000,000  square  yards  more  than  in  December,  and  50,000,000  square 
yards  over  January  1934. 
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FRUITS,  VEGETABLES,  AND  HUTS 

French  imports  of  American  apples  and  pe ars  exceed  quotas 

The  combined  quota  for  imports  of  apples  and  pears  into  France  from 
the  United  States  for  the  period  January  to  March,  1335,   •7as  placed  at 
Ul2,26o  "bushels.    This  compares  with  a  corresponding  133*+  quota  of 
1,002,031  bushels  and  a  1333  figure  of  307,500  "bushels.    Total  quota  al- 
lotments from  the  United  States  from  July  to  March,  133*+~35  were  set  at 
703,356  "bushels  against  1,137,532  bushels  and  815,373  bushels  in  the  cor- 
responding 1333-3*+  an(i  1332-33  periods,  respectively. 

For  the  last  two  seasons  actual  imports  of  apples  and  pears  into 
France  from  the  United  States  have  exceeded  the  quota  allotments.  This 
tendency  also  prevailed  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  133*+-35  season  when 
actual  imports  were  more  than  three  times  the  size  of  the  quota  allotment. 
In  the  table  on  page  275  it  is  indicated  that  the  United  States  quotas  for 
the  April  to  June  period  in  both  1333  an(i  193*+  were  heavily  exceeded, 
whereas  the  imports  from  other  countries  fell  substantially  below  their 
quotas.     It  seems  probable,  in  view  of  the  short  supplies  of  dessert  ap- 
ples and  pears  in  Europe,  that  the  United  States  will  again  find  a  good 
outlet  for  this  fruit  in  France  in  the  last  quarter-  of  the  193*+-35  season. 

In  the  last  two  seasons  apples  have  constituted  about  85  percent  and 
pears  15  percent  of  the  total  imports  into  France  from  the  United  States 
in  the  April-June  quarter.    Actual  import  figures  for  recent  months  are 
not  yet  available,  but  United  States  export  fig-ores  indicate  that  the  move- 
ment of  apnles  and  pears  to  France  in  the  last  six  months  of  193*+  was  some- 
what smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  1933  period. 

A  quota  system  for  apples  and  pears  has  been  in  effect  in  France  since 
July  3,  1332,  or  since  the  start  of  the  1332-33  season.     Imports  of  these 
fruits  have  been  much  smaller  since-  the  quotas  were  adopted  than  in  either 
the  1930-31  or  the  1331-32  season.    Total  imports  of  apples  and  pears  averaged 
about  k, 600,000  bushels  in  the  two  seasons  1930-31  and  1331-32  (July  to 
June),  before  the  quota  became  effective,  as  compared  with  an  average  of 
2,700,000  bushels  in  the  two  complete  seasons,  1932-33  ana"  1933-3*+,  since 
the  quota  went  into  force. 

>  Direct  imports  of  apples  and  pears  from  the  United  States  averaged 

1,900,000  bushels  in  the  two  pre-quota  years  under  survey  compared  with 
1,700,000  bushels  since  the  quota  went  into  effect.    The  decline  was  pro- 
portionately much  less  than  in  the  total  imports.    No  consideration  was 
given  to  the  reexports  of  United  States  apples  and  pears  from  such  nearby 
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countries  as  Belgium  and  the  Netherlands  since  the  actual  amount  cannot 
"be  isolated  and  since  no  allowance  was  made  in  the  quota  allotted  the 
United  States  for  indirect  shipments  of  American  apples. 

.In  addition  to  the  quotas,  France  controls  imports  by  duties  and 
high  Import  license  taxes.     Strict  sanitary  regulations  also  prevail. 
Apples  from  the  United  States  are  dutiable  at  7.5  francs  plus  an  import 
license  tax  of  40  francs  per  100  kilos.     Pears  pay  a  duty  of  10  francs 
plus  tax  of  60  francs  per  100  kilos.     A  sales  tax  of  2  percent  of  the 
duty  is  also  added.     Total  charges  at  the  present  time  work  out  at  a"bout 
65  cents  a  bushel  on  apples  and  95  cents  a  "bushel  on  pears.     The  license 
tax  was  reduced  to  the  figures  given  above  on  February  2,  1935. 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

Hew  Zealand  butter  shipments  to  United  States  continue 

New  Zealand  butter  shipments  to  New  York  amounted  to  40,850  boxes 
cr  2,288,000  pounds  between  February  26  and  March  1,  according  to  cabled 
advices  from  Consul  General  Bucklin  at  Wellington.     The  steamer  Canadian 
Cruiser  sailed  February  26,   carrying  2,000  boxes;  Canadian  Scottish  de- 
parted March  1  with  4,550  boxes;   and  Opawa  sailed  February  28,  carrying 
34,300  boxes.     These  ships  are  expected  to  arrive  in  New  York  April  5, 
April  12,   and  March  25,  respectively.     At  the  time  of  cabling  (March  2) 
no  further  shipments  were  in  sight.     The  total  movement  of  New  Zealand 
butter  to  New  York  from  January  5  to  March  1  stands  at  79,878  boxes,  or 
4,483,000  pounds. 


UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  DECREASE  FURTHER 

The  month  of  January  1935  recorded  a  further  decrease  in  United 
States  exports  of  agricultural  commodities.     Rased  on  44  of  the  leading 
farm  products  the  index  stood  at  57,   the  lowest  January  index  in  more 
than  two  decades.    For  all  commodities  except  cotton,   the  index  dropped 
to  43,  or  less  than  one  half  the  prewar  level. 

The  rhdex  for  cotton,  the  most  important  single  factor  in  the  ex- 
pert trade,   amounted  to  68  as  compared  with  109  during  the  same  month  a 
year  ago  and  was  the  lowest  January  index  since  1923.     Total  exports  for 
the  month  amounted  to  486,000  bales  as  against  782,000  bales  during  Janu- 
ary 1934.     Japan  was  the  most  important  outlet,   taking  154,000  bales  with 
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124,000  tries  going  to  the  United  Kingdom,  18,000  bales  to  Germany,  and  37,000. 
b?les  each  to  France  and  Italy.    Total  exoorts  for  the  7  months  ended  January 
31  .amounted  to  3,325,000  hale?  as  compare^  "'ith  5,929,000  hales  during  the  cor- 
responding period  of  1933-34,  a  decrease  of  44  percent.    Because  of  higher 
prices  this  season,  the  decline  in  value  '"as  only  27  percent. 

January  exports  of  wheat,  including  flour  in  terms  of  grain,  amounted  to 
1,310,000  bushels,  one  of  the  lowest  monthly  exports  on  record.    Of  this  total 
only  14,000  bushels  ^ent  out  as  grain,  flour  milled  from  domestic  wheat  account- 
ing for  399,000  bushels  and  from  imported  grain  845,000  bushels.    Total  exports 
of  -/heat  and  flour  from  July  1  to  January  31  amounted  to  14,8-30,000  bushels  as 
compared  -ith  18,607,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  of  1933-34,  a  decrease 
of  20  percent.    During  this  period  imports  exceeded  exports  by  16,000  bushels. 

The  index  for  fruit  was  189,  the  second  lowest  January  index  since  1923. 
Exoorts  of  leaf  tobacco  showed  some  improvement  over  the  January  exports  of  the 
three  preceding  years.    During  the  '7  months  ended  January  31,  total  exoorts  of 
leaf  tobacco  amounted  to  253,380,000  pounds  valued  at  $95,388,000  as  compared 
with  286,715,000  pounds  valued  at  $63,734,000  during  the  corresponding  period 
the  preceding  season,  a  loss  of  12  percent  in  volume,  but  a  gain  of  50  percent 
in  value  . 

Exports  of  cured  pork  showed  little  variation  from  the  low  level  of  a 
year  ago.    The  index  for  lard  was  only  45,  little  more  than  one  third  the  vol- 
ume sent  to  foreign  markets  during  January  of  last  year  and  one-  of  the  lowest 
January  indices  so  far  recorded.     Cuba  took  3,726,000  pounds  as  against  950,000 
pounds  during  January  last  year,  but  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  dropper"  to 
12,799,000  pounds  as  compared  "ith  30,556,000  pounds  during  January  1934.

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THE  WORLD  SITUATION:  III  FEED  GRAINS  a/ 
The  total  acreage  of  the  three  principal  feed  grains,  "barley,  oats, 
and  corn,  for  the  countries  which  reported  in  193^+»  Wr>-S  somewhat  smaller 
than  that  of  1933*    The  total  production  turned  out  to  he  about  20  percent 
below  the  harvest  of  1933 i  and  26  percent  below  the  average  of  the  past 
eight  years.    This  decline  was  due  partly  to  the  smallest  -area,  sown  for 
several  years,  but  principally  to  exceptionally  bad  drought  and  weather 
conditions  in  the  United  States  and  other  parts  of  the  Western  Hemisphere. 
In  some  of  the  important  producing  countries  of  Europe,  the  barley  and  oat 

crops  also  turned  out  poorer  than  usual. 

the 

Exports  of  corn  f roin/principal  exporting  countries  since  November  1 
have  been  about  11  percent  below  those  of  a  year  earlier.    The  movement 
of  barley  since  July  1  has  been  about  15  percent  below  that  of  the  preced- 
ing season,  while  oats  exports  for  the  same  period  have  been  more  than 
twice  as  large.     Stocks  of  all  the  feed  grains  are  much  below  those  of  the 
preceding  year,  while  prices  show  a  corresponding  increase  over  those  of 
1933*     Imports  of  feed  grains  into  the  United  States  have  been  unusually 
large  in  recent  months. 

Available  information  on  feed  grain  crops  for  the  1935  harvest 
shows  somewhat  larger  winter  barley  sowings  in  the  European  countries  as 
a  whole.     In  Argentina  a  record  area  has  been  seeded  to  corn  for  the  har- 
vest which  is  just  beginning  and  growing  conditions  have  been  for  the 
most  part  exceptionally  favorable.     Conditions  for  the  193^35  crop  in  the 
Union  of  South  Africa  are  also  more  favorable  than  a  year  earlier.

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Production 

The  193 U  corn  crop  of  2,300,000,000  "bushels  in  the  countries  re- 
ported, which  in  1933  raised  about  75  percent  of  the  world  total  ex- 
clusive of  Russia,  was  more  than  2J  percent  below  the  1933  harvest  in 
the  same  countries,  and  was  nearly  31  percent  below  the  average  produc- 
tion during  the  preceding  five  years.     In  the  United  States  there  was  a 
decrease. of  about  hi  percent  from  the  1933  production,  which  more  than 
•offset  the  increases  of  19  percent  in  the  European  countries  and  7  per- 
cent in  the  North  African  countries.     See  corn  production  table,  page 
21+8. 

The  193^  barley  crop  in  the  countries  reported  amounted  to 
1,277,000,000  bushels,  which  was  about  k  percent  below  the  1933  harvest 
in-  those  countries,  and  11  percent  below  the  average  for  the  preceding 
five  years.    The  Unite!  States  and  Canada  showed  a  net  decrease  of  more 
than  l6  percent  from  1933 t  and  the  European  countries  reported  a  decrease 
of  9  percent,  while  there  was  an  increase  of  about  22  percent  in  North 
Africa,  and  10  percent  in  the  Asiatic  countries.     In  Argentina  the  barley 
crop  was  the  largest  on  record.     See  barley  production  table,  page  25O. 

The  oats  production  for  the  countries  reported  in  193^  totaled 
2,627,000,000  bushels,  which  was  15  percent  below  the  1933  harvest,  and 
23  percent  below  the  average  production  of  the  preceding  five  years. 
There  was  a  net  decrease  of  18  percent  in  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
a  decrease  of  about  15  percent  in  Europe,  end  a.  considerable  decrease  in 
Turkey,    There  was  an  increase  in  the  North  African  countries,  however, 
while  Argentina  produced  the  largest  harvest  on  record.     See  oats  produc- 
tion table,  page  252.    A  table  showing  the  production  of  potatoes  in  the 
United- States,  Canada,  and  Europe  for  the  past  five  years  is  shown  on 
page  25U.    A  summary  table  of  production  of  the  three  feed  grains,  ex- 
pressed in  terms  of  short  tons,  is  shown  on  page  2U7,  while  an  acreage 
table  is  found  on  page  2U5. 

Trade 

Total  "cerley  exports  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina, 
and  the  Danubian  countries  from  July  1,  I93U  to  March  2,  1935  amounted 
to  3 6, 006, 000 'bushels,  whi  ch  is  a  decrease  of  15  percent  from  the  exports 
during  the  same  period  of  1933-3^»    This  is  due  chiefly  to  a  large  de- 
crease in  the  Danubian  exports,  since  Argentina  has  exported  about 
1,600,000  bushels  more  than  during  the-  preceding  season,  and  Canadian 
shipments  have  been  much  heavier . 


Oats  exports  from  the  same  countries  since  July  1  totaled  H6, 517,000 
bushels,  or  an  increase  of  126  percent  over  the  shipments  of  the  preceding 
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season.    Exports  from  Canada  and  Argentina  have  "been  nearly  three  times 
as  large,  while  United  States  exports  have  shown  a  decline,  and  Danubian 
shipments  have  been  negligible. 

The  total  exports  of  corn  from  the  principal  exporting  countries 
since  November  1,  1934,  have,  amounted  to  77, 317", 000  bushels,  which  was  11 
percent  below  the  86,765,000  bushels  exported  during  the  corresponding 
period  of  1933-34.    Danubian  shipments  have  been  much  larger,  while  the 
Union  of  South  Africa  lias  again  entered  the  field  as  an  exporter.  There 
has  been  a  large  decrease  in  exports  from  Argentina  and  the  United  States. 
See  table  showing  current  trade  movements,  page  265. 

On  pages  257,258,  £nd  259  are  found  international  trade  tables 
on  corn,  barley,  and  oats,   showing  the  exports  from  and  imports  into  the 
principal  countries,  on  the  basis  of  the  crop- year  July-June,  for  each 
of  the  past  three  years.    Tables  showing  exports  of  corn"  from  and  imports 
into  the  principal  corn  trading  countries  on  the  basis  of  the  November-

Stocks 

Stocks  of  corn  on  farms  in  the  United  States  as  of  October  1  were 
considerably  below  the  1933  stocks,  which,  added  to  the  very  small  crop 
of  1934,  left  a  total  supply  of  only  1,711,000,000  busbels  for  the  1934- 
35  season.    This  was  38  percent  below  the  average  supply  at  the  beginning 
of  October  for  the  pa,st  eight  years. 

The  supply  of  barley  in  the  United  States  as  of  August  1,  for  the 
1934-35  season,  amounted  to  more  than  139,000,000  bushels,  which  was  36 
percent  below  the  avera-ge  supply  at  that  time  during  the  pa.st  fifteen 
years.    The  July  1  supply  of  United  States  oats  for  1934-35  was  660,000,000 
bushels,  which  was  only  50  percent  of  the  average  supply  during  the  past 
eight  seasons.     See  pages  255  and  256  for  tables  showing  supplies,  net  ex- 
ports, and  disappearance  of  feed  grains  in  the  United  States. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  Canada  at  the  end  of  July  1934,  estimated  at 
11, £39, 000  bushels,  were  about  2  percent  below  those  of  1933,  while  oats 
stocks  on  the  same  date,  placed  at  31,029,000  bushels,  were  26  percent 
below  those  on  July  31  a  year  earlier.    See  page  255  for  table  showing 
Canadian  stocks  of  oats  and  barley. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  England  ^djfales  on  January  1,  1935,  amounted 
to  11,900.000  bushels  compared  with,  8,680,000  bushels  on  January  1,  1934. 
Stocks  of  oats  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  totaled  41,370,000  bushels 
against  11,900,000  bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year. 
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Prices 

United  States  corn  prices  during  1934  were  higher  thin  for  the 
past  three  years,  while  Argentine  corn  prices  -wore  correspondingly 
higher..   In  the  Danutian  countries,  for  the  most  part,  there  was  also 
some  increase  in  corn  prices  over  those  of  1933. 

Parley  and  oats  prices  in  the  United  States  during  this  period 
were  much  higher  than  for  several  years,  while  in  Canada  they  also  aver- 
aged considerably  higher.    Darubian  "barley  and  oats  prices  were  al self  for 
the  most  part,  much  higher  in  1934,  then  in  1933.     See  pages  263  and  263 
for  tables  showing  monthly  prices  of  barley,  oats,  and  corn  for  speci- 
fied grades  at     selected  raarlsets  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  Germany,  sad 
Argentina  for  the  past  five  years,  and  page  261  for  monthly  prices  of 
these  feed  grains  in  the  Danubian  countries  for  the  past  two  years.

United  States  feed  grain  imports  Increase 


The  sharp  decline  in  feci  grain  production  has  forced  certain 
parts  of  the  United  States  to  an  import  "basis,  particularly  the  coastal 
states.     Imports  of  corn  from  July  1934  through  January  1935  totaled 
4,694,000  bushels,  of  *hich  3,677,000  bushels  were  from  Mexico,  577,000 
bushels  from  Argentina,  131,000  bushels  from  Yugoslavia.,  and  259,000 
"bushels  from  other  countries.     In  the  same  period  ia.st  year  only 
109,000  "bushels  were  imoorted. 

Oats  imports  have  also  been  mich  heavier  than  usual  during  the  past 
few  months.    From  July  1934  through  January  1935  they  amounted  to  7,203,000 
bushels,  of  which  6,005,000  bushels  came  from  Argentina,  1,035,000  bushels 
from  Canada,  and  153,000  "bushels  from  other  countries.    Luring  the  same 
period  of  the  preceding  season  only  128,000  bushels  were  imported.  ]?or 
table  showing  imports  of  corn  and  oats  from  July  bo  January,  this  season 
and  last,  see  page  265.

The  exportable  (surplus  of  barley  in  the  Danube  Basin  countries  for 
the  1934-35  season,  including  the  carryover  from  1933-34,  is  estimated  by 
the  Danube  Basin  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  at  21,800,000 
bushels,  of  ~"..ich  10,300,000  "bushels  were  still  available  after  February  1. 
The  exportable  surplus  of  oats  is  estimated  at  2,300,000  bushels,  cf  which 
►       2,000,000  bushels  -..ere  still  available  after  February  1.    The  exportable 
surplus  of  corn  during  1931-35  is  placed  at  77,900,000  bushels,  with 
58,600,000  "bushels  available  after  February  1. 
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Barley  and  oats  exports  from  the  Danubian  countries  for  several 
weeks  have  been  small  on  account  of  restrictions  placed  Upon  all  except 
such,  as  had  been  deposited  in  docks,  silos,  or  railway  storages,  or 
loaded  into  barges  or  railway  cars  before  December  19,  1934.    It  was  al- 
leged that  these  restrictions  were  to  make  sure  that  there  woiild  be  suf- 
ficient seed  for  the  spring  sewings.    Corn  prices  were  increasing,  while 
farmers  wore  urged  to  hold  their  stocks  for  a  good  price. 

The  Argentine  situation 

The  Buenos  Aires  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  esti- 
mates the  corn  production  for  the  1934-35  season  at  about  433,000,000 
bushels,  while  trade  estimates  range  from  about  374,000,000  to  472,000,000 
bushels.    These  forecasts  compare  with,  the  1933-34  crop  of  245,000,000 
bushels,  and  on  average  production  of  303,000,000  bushels  during  the  past 
five  years. 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  area  seeded  to  corn  for  the 
harvest  just  about  to  begin  is  17,372,000  acres,  which  is  the  largest  acre- 
age on  record  there.    This  compares  with  the  average  seeded  area  of 
14,567,000  acres  during  the  preceding  five  years,  w&ile  the  average  area 
harvested  was  10,123,000  acres. 

On  account  of  especially  favorable  rainfall  conditions  prior  to 
December  in  the  whole  cereal  zone  and  satisfactory  rainfall  in  December 
and  January  over  most  of  the  corn  zone,  the  crop  has  at  tained  a  high  con- 
dition with  the  exception  of  a  dry  district  in  the  vicinity  of  Rosario  in 
the  heart  of  the  corn  zone,  which  includes  about  20  percent  of  the  total. 
In  most  of  the  localities  outside  of  the  main  corn  zone,  the  condition  of 
the  crop  this  year  is  more  promising  than  usual.    Locust  invasions  and 
damage  this  year  are  probably  the  smallest  for  several  years. 

The  official  estimate  of  the  1933-34  harvest,  including  a  carry- 
over of  about  2,000,000  bushels  from  the  previous  harvest, -as  243,000,000 
bushels.    Allowing  49,000,000  bushels  for  domestic  consumption  and  seed, 
they  estimated  the  exportable  surplus  at  199,000, "00  bushels.  Since 
184,000,000  bushels  were  exported  between  that  date  and  January  19,  1935, 
they  placed  the  exportable  surplus  still  available  after  that  date  at 
15,000,000  bushels.    This  estimate  was  apparently  too  lev,,  hove -/or,  since 
19,000,000  bushels  have  already  been  exported  between  that  date  and  March  2, 
At  any  rate,  the  corn  from  the  1933-34  harvest  has  oeen  nearly  exhausted, 
and  the  balance  remaining  is  said  to  be  in  an  inferior  condition. 

The  Argentine  barley  still  available  for  export  after  January  1  was 
estimated  at  9,430,000  bushels,  and  the  supply  of  oats  available  for  export 
after  that  date  was  placed  at  4,579,000  bushels.    For  table  showing  Argentine 
acreage,  production,  and  exports  of  corn,  see  page  266.
